Answer: There are deficiencies in every system, but the FEA 
and Classroom Teachers have never related these problems to 
the wage issue, We fail to see how higher wages will eliminate 
portable classrooms or the shortage of text books, in fact they 
might make these problems more acute.

to all is not the answer, Е you had two employees in your business 

one who did a satisfactory job and one that didn't, would you pay 

them both the same wages? х 


5. Will we lose our good teachers to other states because of wages? 

Answer: The grass always looks greener on the other side of 
the fence, and it is ор to the individual аз to whether he jumps the 
fence or not. Palm Beach County Taxpayers can not be expected 
to match the wages of every community in the nation . . . 


6. Will the teachers go on strike? 

Answer: Teachers chose their profession knowing that it had 
a history of low salaries suddenly they hold a gun to the taxpay- 
ers head and say pay or else. If they strike after the Palm Beach 
County Taxpayers gave them and $800.00 a year increase, this 
is indicative of things to come. It is no longer a question of ethics, 
it is out and out unionism. 


7, Do we need more state funds in education? 

Answer: There is a great deal of talk about state funds as 
though it has no relationship with Palm Beach County. We the 
taxpaying citizens of Palm Beach County will pay any increase 
in State Taxes, so while it would be nice to have the additional 
monies we will have to pay it anyway. 


Vote for 7 Mills 


The Belle Glade Herald endorses the School Board request 
for a seven mill authorization from the taxpayers of Palm Beach 
County in November. To do anything less would be to tie the 
hands of those to whom we entrust the direction of edueation in 
this county. They have proved themselves throughout the past 
two years in using only 4.47 mills of the alloted 6 mills, This 
speaks well for the economy of the Board and their consciencious 
effort in dealing with a public institution at taxpayers expense. 
A vote on this issue based upon anti-teacher group feelings would 
be a disastrious mistake. In addition to being unfair to all con- 
cerned with such reasoning, it may necessarily ally the School 
Board through dire need, with teacher organizations in demand- 
ing legislative action that would be hasty and ill conceived. Е 

The following is а brief accounting of the millage election 
question provided by School Board member Robert Hooker: 

On Nov. 7, 1967, a millage election will be held to set the 
district current millage authority for PB County Schools for 
the next biennium (1968-69 and 1969-70 school years). 

This election is most important to all citizens of PB County 
as it will determine the educational program for the next two 
school years. With the uncertainty of increased state funds, it 
is necessary for the Board of Public Instruction to ask you the 
freeholders to approve a sufficient local funds with which to 
operate the choo! ЫЫ through June 1970. x 

In 1961, voters approved a 6 mill authority with a promise 
from the School Board that it not be used unless absolutely ne- 
cessary. This promise was kept! Last year's levy was 4.47. This 
year's levy is also 4.47 mills. We are now recommending a 7 mill 
authority! An additional 115 mills is needed to pay teachers a 
$6000 base salary. The other 1.03 mills would be held for growth 
and expansion, replacement of portables and a buffer for emer- 
gencies, Again it will not be used unless necessary. 

To the taxpayer, the difference between the present 6 mill 
ceiling (which expires Jan. 1, 1968) and the proposed 7 mill maxi- 
mum is $1 per $1000 of assessed valuation on his property. 

To the BPI, it means 21% million dollars.
